19 Were Lost in a Fire 


in Boston

BOSTON, Feb. 1 9.—T hree tw o -a la rm 
Urea Insider of five hours last nig h t k* pt 
the firemen on the jum p anil m ade a 
record of alarm s that 
h aan ’t 
been 
equalled in one night for a long time. 
Toe first w as 
sounded from box 6*. 
the “danger” box that is more dreaded 
by flre-fighters than any other in H ol­ 
ton, but the fire for which th a t alarm 
w as sent caused a dam age of only a 
few thousand dollars and the second 
alarm w asn't necessary except ais a 
precautionary m easure. 
The second double alarm cam e from 
box 651, C helsea street, E a st Boston, 
and caused a loss of som ething lik< 
$1200. 
The third tw o-alarm cam e from box 
312 shortly after m idnight and was for 
a tire in the stable of M artin Fay ex 
Son, l l R eading street. 
A number of 
horses were suffocated, and a property 
loss of more than $8000 resulted. 
The fire, it is thought, w as caused by 
the telephone wire In the h arn ess room 
becom ing crossed with a n o th e r wire. 
'I'he fire originated In the h arn ess room 
In the second story. 
It soon reached 
the hay loft and then, fanned by a 
lively breeze, soon sw ept the 
second 
story of the big wooden stru ctu re. 
The horses, which were q u a rte red on 
the second floor of the building, ju st 
under the hay loft, were soon overcom e 
by sm oke, and those th a t w ere not 
burned, died of suffocation. 
T he roll­ 
ing stock, which consisted of a n u m ­ 
ber of w agons and heavy trucks, was 
in a 
large 
shed 
on 
th e 
ground 
floor, and these escaped Injury. 
All 
the harnesses, a large q u a n tity of liny 
and grain, and the horses, will be a 
total loss, w hile the building Is d a m ­ 
aged to the extent of about $8,000. The 
stable is owned ami occupied by M ar­ 
tin Fay & Son. 
Un all the surrounding streets are 
blocks of sm all tenem ent houses, and 
but for the fact that th ey were cov­ 
ered w ith snow, a serious conflagration 
m ight have resulted. 
W hen the 
fire­ 
men arrived upon the scene the build­ 
ing w as a m ass of fla m es, and th e fire 
got such headw ay that it w as deem ed 
advisable to send In a second alarm 15 
m inutes later, at 12.20 a.m. 
This brought sufficient apparatus, so 
that the fire could be fought from all 
four sides. 
The firemen sent stream 
after stream into the structure, which, 
how ever, being of wood and filled with 
suet} inflam m able 
m aterial 
aa 
hay, 
burned like tinder and 
resisted 
the 
w ater. 
A fter about tw o hours o f hard 
work. the firemen eucceeded in g e t­ 
tin g the best of it, and at 2.30 aam 
th e “nil out" signal wits sent in.

The lcht, who is responsible tor 
the crime is Skim Don, an old offender 
who spent a term in Hun Quentin peni­ 
tentiary for causing un old womun to be 
starved to death ta 1894.

OLD TIME BILLS 


Were Before Legislative 


Committees Today

BOSTON,

all

m utters w hich cam e

before

leg isla tiv e com m ittees a t 
the 
State 
H ouse today had a very fam iliar ring 
to old tim ers. 
B ills for the propaga­ 
tion of 
nut-bearing trees, extending 
the open season for quail, eight hours 
a day for state and county em ployes, 
liquor su lea after the close of polls on 
election day, anti-vaccination, and im ­ 
provem ent in the harbors on Cape Cod 
have all been before the legislature in 
one form or another for som e 
years 
past. 
Still tho hearings on these bills 
today w ere w ell attended. 
The committee on public health had no 
less than seven hills before it advocating 
and opposing vaccination and as a conse­ 
quence th i committee room was crowded. 
Nearly all the evidence presented was a 
repetition of that which the commitee 
has heard iii previous hearing this year. 
One of tho bills considered was Introduc­ 
ed by Dr. Inianuel Pfeiffer, and provides 
that physicians shall obtain the consent 
of persons before the Injection of u pois­ 
onous substance into 
the 
body. 
Dr. 
RI eiffel' was on** of the strongest oppon­ 
ents of vaccination and is now seriously 
iii with small-pox. 
His bill was Intro­ 
duced some days before lie was taken 
sl*k. 
Representative Chase of Fall River, ap­ 
peared before the committee on fisheries 
and game on ids bill extending the open 
season in Bristol county 
for quail to 
January I. 
Mr. <’hase said that while 
the present law might be all right for 
sportsmen iii the western portion of the 
state. Hie bird* in Bristol county were 
not well developed until after December 
first and the present law stops shooting 
on December 16. 
The bill w as strongly 
opposed by representatives of a number 
of sporting clubs and by Representative 
Hunt ct North Attleboro, in behalf of 
tin North Attleboro Fish and Game asso­ 
ciation. 
The latter speaker said that 
the present law was tin* result of a com­ 
promise after 25 years of squabbling be­ 
tween tbs sport amen 
and the inarket- 
men. and should not be changed. 
Representative Carey of 
Haverhill ap­ 
peared before the committee on education 
in behalf if his hill raising the limit of 
Compulsory education from fourteen to 
sixteen years. 
The opening of liquor saloons after the 
close of polls on election day was strongly 
advocated before the commitee on liquor 
law by representatives 
of 
the liquor 
dealers' association. 
Tile committee on labor heard F. K.

The gam e was hot from start to fin­ 
ish and plenty of excitement and scien­ 
tific playing was furnished the twelve 
hundred enthusiasts who would rather 
witness a game of polo than hug their 
fireside.

ATTACKED BY FIRE 


Treadwell 
Mines 
on 


Douglass Island

SEATTLE, Wash., Fob, 19—The great 
Treadwell mines on 
Douglass 
Island 
were attacked by fire on Tuesday, Feb. 
ll, und large loss of life was barely 
prevented. 
The steam er Dirigo, which 
reached port today, brought particulars 
of the fire. 
T htrty-eight thousand dol­ 
lars worth of stam ps and mill plates 
and the 120 stam p mill with the engine 
room were saved 
More than IOO m in­ 
ers, who were in the lower workings, 
were In im m inent danger 
of 
death. 
Flames were first discovered 
Issuing 
from one corner of the structure. From 
the compressor they spread rapidly to 
the hoist and tram way, 
and 
before 
warning could be sent to the men down 
In the mines, the shaft house was on 
fire and the lower end of the 120 stam p 
mill was burning. 
The firemen 
con­ 
fined their efforts to the mill adjacent 
to the compressor building and finally 
got the fire under control after sever­ 
al 
buildings 
had been 
destroyed. 
In 
the 
m eantime 
the 
flames 
In 
the shaft 
had
